when 
througout this broad land Memorial 
Day services will he held for the pur­ 
pose of commem orating the heroic 
deeds and self sacrifices of the men 
who made liberty possible in the 
country in which we live. 
The St. 
Cloud Jo u rn a l-Presa gives tile fol­ 
lowing review of the story of Admi­ 
ral Dewey's capture of Manila and 
the Philippines, that is interesting 
reading at this time. 
It will be remembered th at when 
Dewey sailed Into Manila hay, knock 
cd out th e Spanish fleet, aud then 
cut the cable, so th a t he should have 
a free hand, tile news of this great 
May I victory was sent to the United 
States by a bout to Hong Kong, and 
it was as brief as It was complete. 
It surprised and electrified tile U n it­ 
ed States, and astonished tile whole 
world. 
It 
marked the 
passing of 
Spanish misrule in the Pacific, which 
had held its grip since tile days of 
Magellan. 
Dewey was little known when he 
sailed into Manila hay. hut what lie 
did there, and the able m anner in 
which he handled a great crisis, will 
make him one of tile world's famous 
men of history. 
When the news reached the vari­ 
ous countries there was consterna­ 
tion. 
These countries had claimed 
the Orient for their own field of ex­ 
ploration. 
W ithout 
w arning 
the 
great republic had obtained a foot­ 
hold in tile Philippines, and it might 
use tills as a base for claim ing its 
share of the trade in China. 
W arships began to arrive at Man­ 
ila— English. French, German and 
Japanese, sent there undoubtedly to 
watch Dewey, 
The American admiral, so far from 
his own country, with only a small 
fleet of boats, and with no soldiers, 
waj put in a most difficult and trying 
positi m. He had to aet upon hts own 
responsibility, 
He was too far from 
home to receive immediate support. 
The attitu d e 
of the foreign 
com­ 
m anders had to be reckoned with, as 
also the fact th a t he had thus far 
only command of the hay, and that 
Manila and the Philippines were in 
the hands of the Spanish, and we 
were at w ar with Spain. 
It is extremely interesting to note 
the stand taken by the commanders 
of the foreign ships. 
Germany was 
openly hostile, and 
of all 
nations 
had less reason to be there at all, 
and yet it sent the largest and most 
powerful 
fleet. 
France 
was 
not 
pleas d, hut the French admiral did 
not go to the length in arrogance and 
meddling of the Germans, hut was 
clearly in sym pathy with the Teu­ 
tons. 
It began to look serious for 
Dewey and the Americans. 
Much de­ 
pended upon the attitu de of England 
and Japan. 
When tile lines began 
to tighten the English commander 
showed th a t blood was thicker than 
international 
sentim ent, 
and 
he 
showed th a t if there was to be tro u ­ 
ble, forced by Germany, th at the 
Anglo-Saxons would stand together 
He would fight side by side with 
Dewey if fight there must be. Japan 
followed the lead ut England, and 
this fact should be remembered lo 
the credit and friendship of America 
and Japan. 
It is now history, how the German 
com m ander became so offensive that 
he was forced by Dewey to withdraw, 
Dewey at one time sending a shot 
across the bow of the German w ar­ 
ship when it started to disobey his 
orders.
